5. The total estimated income was therefore something less than one per cent. more 
than the sum which proved to be the actual income of the year, The estimates of income, 
from road Cess were upon the whole a little too sanguine, ‘hough the collection of honse cess 
exceeded our expectations, The results obtained from the ferries fell nearly 20 per cents 
below the estimates ; enough allowance was certainly not made for remissions and sin 
payment. During the present year a better system has been introduced, and I have nodoubt 
that the ferry collections will improve in consequence. ‘The realization is made over to ea 
sub-divisional officers, and the first payments of the farmers are-credited-at once as revenue, 
instead of ‘being held in deposit. 

‘The road tolls were nearly 40 per cent. better than the estimates’; the chief reason 
this was that the Gopalnuggur toll-bar proved pick more profitable than had been antici= 
pated.

27. It is hoped to conclude the present year with a fair working balance, since for 
efticiency it is absolutely necessary that the bulk of the kutcha repairs shall be made in 
November and December—an arraagement which the state of our funds has never enabled 
us hitherto to make. In connection with this matter, I beg loave to bring to notice the 
great inconvenience arising from the adoption of the present “road cess year” We have 
now to prepare our budget-estimates before the damages occur which have to be remedied ; 
this can be altered as regards pucea, but not as regards the kutcha roads. We onght 
always to have at the end of the year what I have spoken of above as a “ fair working 
Valance,” but must be a considerable sum in itself, for at the eud of September we have 

, the accounts of pucea works to make up, and we have the kutcha works in imiediate 
' prospect ; but when we have at the end of the year a balance of Hs, 20,000 or Rs, 25,000, we 
shall find it no eas} matter to induce the Road Committee to estimate at their true value 
this apparent sign of prosperity, and we shail run considerable risk of being provided with 
insufficient funds, Another onvenience (and one which has tended in a great measure 
to cause the delay in the submission of this report) is, that just at the height of the working 
season, when cngincer, overseers, and office establishments are busily engaged in ont-door 
work, as well as in preparation of estimates fur operations to be undertaken at once, they have 
to prepare also accounts and reports for the past year. In my opinion and in that of the 
district engineer, it would be far better to make the road year coincide with the ordinary 
official year, By the 31st March the kutcha roads ought to be finished, and the great bulk 
of the expenditure for pucca roads has been incurred ; the only objection that T sce is, that 
in the case of pucea roads the bricks required for the operations of one yeur aust’ have 
deen prepared and paid for in the preceding year, ‘This, however, would not cause any 
very great practical inconvenience. ‘There is perhaps something in the objection that it 1s 
not desirable to give the officer another report to write in April or May, since he 
has already much of that kind of work todo. Still the advantages of making the chat 
which T advocate seem greatly to outweigh the disadvantages. 

28. Three meetings for the purpose of passing the estimates and of deciding on the 
rate of road cess were held by the Committee. A quorum was obtained on each occasion. 
Some of the members proposed to reduce the cess from 2 piee to 1} pice per rupee, but 
the higher rate was carried. 1 fear it will never be possible to reduce the cess, since the 
wants of the district are already , and are constantly increasing. 

29. Of the establishment and its work during the year I am glad to be able to speak 
well. The temporary system under which we were found to make over work to the Publie 
Works Department, and were not allowed to select our own engineer, is now at an eud, and 
I think we shall derive considerable benefit from the change. 

30. Lregret the great delay which has occurred in the submission of this report... I 
bave already mentioned the cause which prevented the preparation of the materiald in good 
time, Since they have been in my hands I have been much pressed with urgent work, aud 
have been unable to set apart sufficient time for the preparation ot the report.
